immigration law, the department 
is undertaking to defeat it" 


"If I'm made chairman of this in-

Opinions Reversed 


The six to two court ruling, 


handed down yesterday, supported

In the past, the federal govern-

Washington—It was disclosed the 


other day that 50 United States sen- 
ators had signed an informal circu 
lar advocating passage of a 
bill 


which would tax individual 
in-

This particu- 


lar proposal has 
turned out to be 
impractical, be- 
cause 
whoever 


drafted It forgot 
that out of in-

comes are 
virtually 
confiscated 


when war begins, the whole struc- 
ture of private credit might col- 
lapse and bring on a financial crisis 
at the very moment when national 
unity was most desired. 


Why, it will be asked, did 50 sen- 


ators sign such a preposterous pro- 
posal, and why didn't they read it 
carefully before giving even infor- 
mal approval? The incident brings 
to the forefront of attention a prob- 
lem on -which relatively little has 
been said, but which is really at the 
root of our legislative 
situation, 


namely, the inability of members of 
congress to give personal attention 
to the thousand and one things that 
crowd before them, and the inade- 
quacy of their office staffs to handle 
communications from constituents 
and others. 


Not Enough Time 


The way the congress of the Unit- 


ed States is forced to do its work is 
nothing short of a public scandal. 
Just at the time when the citizens 
are deeply interested in an impor- 
tant bill or the repeal of an existing 
law and the mails are flooded with 
letters and telegrams, the senator or 
member of the house may be tied 
up with other matters which are his 
particular province .of inquiry. He 
is importuned for answers to letters 
and he is asked for personal inter- 
views. He really does not have eith- 
er the time or the staff to handle ef- 
fectively the duties of his office un- 
less out of his own pocket he is able 
to hire additional staff. 


The entire cost of the salaries of 


the house and senate members and 
their respective officrs is about S8,- 
500.000 a year, and yet this group of 
531 men is expected to pass minute- 
ly 
on 
appropriations totalling 


around SIO.000,000,000 a year. • It 
might be thought that the congres- 
sional committees 
havo 
special 


staffs available, but they do not 
Each committee has a clerk or sec- 
retary and occasionally an extra as- 
sistant is engaged, but, on 
the 


whole, the committees do not have 
any special staffs. 


If the congress should appropriate 


a small amount of money each year 
to permit the hiring of a staff of at 
least two extra persons for each 
office of a senator and representa- 
tive and make the salaries large 
enough to engage someone 
with 
1 business or economic experience, so 
, that legislation, actual or proposed, 
• could be carefully analyzed, the re- 
1 suit might be a saving of hundreds 


of millions of dollars a year. 


Executive Departments 


If a member of congress wants to 


get a piece of research done on a 
measure that is pending or one that 
he is thinking of introducing, where 
can he go? Often he consults 
the 


, executive departments or agencies, 


but there again the personnel isn't 
supposed to work for the legislative 
branch of the government, and, be- 
sides, these officials have their own 
work to do. Lately it has been sug- 
gested that some members might be 
able to avail themselves of the ser- 
vices of private research organiza- 
tions, but there arc not many which 
can afford to do work for nothing. 


Worst of all is the situation that 
exists on Capitol Hill with respect 
, to committees. It is not at all in- 


frequent for a senator to find his 
calendar calls for attendance 
at 


three different committee meetings 
at the same hour. Ee cannot pos- 
sibly go to all three, so he goes to 
one, stays awhile, and goes on to 


- another, or else he misses two out of 


the three. Yet the system assumes 
that each senator who is a member 
of a committee will bo present when 
legislation is being crafted. 
N«d Extra Staffs 


Members of congress hesitate to 


add to the legislative pay roll be- 
cause of the demagogic outcries that 
usually arise in such instances, but 
the time is at hand when, unless the 
senate and house get extra staffs not 
only to handle the huge volume of 
letters and telegrams nowadays, but 
to analyse the numerous proposals 
and suggestions that come to them 
for serious attention, the people of 
the United States may expect cx*cn 
more ill-considered and patchwork 
legislation in the future than in the 
past. 


What makes the siuiation 
even 


•worse than ever before is that nine 
out of every ten proposals for legis- 
lation which come to the senate and 
house nowadays relat<* to basic eco- 
nomic matters—cither business or 
industry or agriculture or taxation 
or cognaJc questions. The day of the 
relatively simple piece of general 
legislation is lone since parsed. It is 
an era of technical legislation in 
•which expert analysis as required, 
and yet the congress has about the 
same equipment as it had in the 
horse and bugcy days of a half-cen- 
tury ago. Small wonder that serwj- 
tors and representatives, giving has- 
ty glances at what seem to be wor- 
thy or commendable bills, go on rec- 
ord favorably, only to fand later that 
someone else has made an analysis 
showing that more harm than good 
would come from adoption of the 
proposals.

because of the action of water aiic 
frost and with each year that main 
tenance is deferred, the ultimate 
of the pavements is diminished 
Wiokesberg said. 


Examples are the asphalt boule 


vard on W. College avenue, Memor 
jal drive just south of the bridge 
and the wood block pavement on 
E. Washington street The engineer 
said the city will seal the surface 
of these streets with a cover 
asphalt or tar and stone chips. This 
will eliminate water seepage and 
will extend the life of the streets 
Cor several years. 


N. Oncida Street 


North Oneida street from 


railroad tracks to Wisconsin ave- 
nue is in bad condition and is de- 
teriorating rapidly, Wickesberg said 
However, the street will not be in- 
proved this summer because of the 
sentiment to widen it in the near 
future.

Elliott is young and impressionable and 


youth does not always understand or ap- 
preciate certain nearly invisible elements 
and sometimes called elements of dark- 
ness that influence Democratic and other 
conventions. 
In fact he has no- concep- 


tion at all of the furious activity that may 
be aroused by those 300,000 extra pay- 
rollers pulling down a billion a year of the 
nation's borrowed money and who still 
swear that it is "Roosevelt or chaos" 
when only to change the conjunction 
would make them purists for the truth. 


But the brother-in-law, Boettiger in 


his forties, having taken over a lush Se- 
attle job while Jimmy the ex-secretary 
and insurance agent packs his bank ac- 
count while the sun shines, is much more 
analytical in his appraisal of essentials 
and those really unmentionable but talon- 
like grabs that have accompanied the op- 
erations of the First Family like fever 
does the flu.

This family council business is rea- 


Bour- 
bons, Hapsburgs and Hohenzollerns in- 
variably adhered to the family council 
upon the supposition that the head of the 
house was Jiot the only one involved in 
critical decisions. Often, in fact, the titu- 
lar head was influenced to abandon his 
own inclinations for 
the larger benefit 


of the brood. And into that council should 
be admitted at least one or two represen- 
tatives of the 300,000 extra payrollers who 
have been taking that borrowed billion 
a year. If reciting Dante's Inferno in sup- 
port of the New Deal is becoming a bit 
threadbare there are~ certainly other trea- 
tises upon that thick and dark country be- 
yond the Styx with which these volum- 
ble representatives could compare Ameri- 
ca if it ever loses the Eoosevelts. 


In fact Boettiger gave us a sample of 


the * oratory that will flow at any such 
council when he spoke of Mr. Garner as 
follows: 


"11 Cactus Jack and all his bellowing 


calves in congress would really get 
behind the old man and quit sniping 
at him and upsetting the country and 
business we'd be able to put these job- 
less to work all the sooner." 
So they are going to doll up the old 


gag about getting men jobs. Will they 
balance the budget too? 


Here Boettiger shows a bit of stale- 


ness. That wheezy crack about putting the 
jobless to work comes under the statute 
of limitations and is outlawed after six 
years' trial. 


So it seems the family council has a 


good deal ahead of it and it won't do for 
either the Texas or Seattle branches to 
begin fussing and talking at cross pur- 
poses. 


However strong the boys and girls are 


for publicity—and their publicity inci- 
dentally costs the country about 75 mil- 
lions a year—it should be withheld until 
the final plan is adopted. Then, in uni- 
son and to the band leader's baton, they 
may all smile with benign charity upon 
the jobless while they finger a crinkly 
paycheck in the watch pocket 


It is so much easier to smile under

come largely from among pawnbrokers' unre- 
deemed pledges.

tically over— that is the continental phase of it. 


Hitler couldn't get much more on the continent now if he went to war. 


A chunk of France perhaps. But what else? He has Holland and Switzer- 


land completely scared and everything else is either 
in the bag or ready to hop in when Hitler crooks his 


I- '^iHiaHii finger— Austria. Czechoslovakia, Mernel, Lithuania, 


Hungary and Rumania. He can close the Polish cor-1 
ridor anytime he wishes and swallow Poland which 
already Is far inside the tiger's open jaws now. 


The British and French are not going to fight, ob- 


viously. to take away from Hitler anything he al- 
ready has. Why should he fight for the bones still 
left around his backdoor? He can reach out and pick 
them up anytime he wishes without having to fight 
for them. You don't declare war unless you have to, 
certainly not when you can get what you want with- 
out fighting. 


No, Hitler has been at war for a year. He has rang- 


, 
ed up and down Europe compressing within a' few 


Raymond Clapper months campaigns as extensive as those which oc- 
cupied Napoleon for years. The only difference is that Napoleon had 
enemy armies in the field against him whereas Hitler's enemies still are 
not mobilized. He completed his continental war— speaking roughly — 
before his enemies could mobilize. Everything else to follow, it would 
seem, comes under the head of mopping up. 


But it would seem impossible for 


Hitler to stop with a victory on the 
continent. True he has entrenchec 
himself behind a vast muster of 
material and industrial resources 
His food problem is materially eas- 
ed.

Still 
he has grave shortages which can- 
not be overcome by a victory on 
tho continent Cotton and rubber, 
for instance, are necessities. Fur- 
thermore Hitler must have foreign 
outlets for his manufactures. He 
must export and import, no matter 
how strong he may be on the con- 
tinent of Europe. 


That drives him sooner or later 


into the naval phase. Naval power 
and foreign trade go hand in hand 
and Hitler must have them.

There is where the real showdown 


with Britain comes. France is an in- 
cidental factor, except for its impor- 
tance as a first line of defense for

Wayward Children Should 


Cured, Not Disciplined 


BY ANGELO PATRI, 


Bill aged six and a half, has become a great problem to his father and 


-'mother. He steals anything and everything he can lay hands on—not just 


childish pilfering for the fun of accumulation, but stealing for selfish 
ends. 


He goes to the grocery store, starts the clerk measuring out a pound 


and a half—mind the half—of butter, and whisks away with a handful of 


. .candy, bags, three bits of gum and a bag of popcorn, a good armful. He 


stops in at the baker's and helps himself liberally there. The hardware 
store keeper sees him enter with alarm, for he knows that when he goes 
out some of his stock will go with him. ' 


His father and mother have taken him back to the stores, made him 


confess his thefts; restore them or the money, kept him isolated while 


^his companions played, deprived him of things he wanted, whipped him, 
- and still he steals. 
. "I'm going to tell-the policeman about him and ask him to come in and 
. scare tnc We out of him." said his father. "I've tried everything else and 
.failed." 


That will fail too. Once the officer threatens him. the boy will under- 


* stands that he is another helpless 
person who can't do a thing with 
him. He may be frightened, shiver 
and turn pale, but once that offi- 
cer leaves without taking him 
along, he knows. Not only will he 
have lost fear of the police, but 
learned that they are not so much 
to be dreaded as he thought, and 
«x>n he will become familiar with 
them, and that's the end of him. 
usually. Once a boy gets a court 
sentence it is very hard to turn 
him to normal behavior. 


What is to be done with such 


children? Take them to responsible 
physicians, those who have experi- 
ence with wayward children, with 
nervous diseases of childhood, the 
experts in the clinics for children, 
and tell the truth, as fully as you 
know it, about the child's behavior, 
let him test and examine the child 
in search of the cause of his be- 
havior. Nothing can be done to 
cure him until that cause is found. 
[ This usually takes time and pa-

So they finally gave up on the

SOME ROWING WRINKLES 


What Kind of Boat to Use 


By Ozark Ripley 
P 


ROBABLY the rowboat could 
win out in a contest to dis- 
cover thc most used but least 


considered factor for thc fisherman. 
The vast majority of anglers do 
their fishing from rowboats and yet 
pay little attention to how the boats 
handle, are handled, or are con- 
structed. The situation is all wrong. 


First of all, a rowboat should be 


seaworthy. It should hold the re- 
quired number of fishermen with- 
out danger of tipping or of sinking 
even 
under 
adverse 
conditions. 


Therefore any boat used should ba 
in good physical trim and should be 
ample in size. 


It should be so constructed that 


rowing is not a labor but a pleasure 
and that it will hold an outboard 
motor if one is to be used. Many 
boats suitable for rowing are not 
stoutly enough constructed to hold 
a motor. 


_ The oars should be in good condi- 
tion so that a strain upon them will 
not snap them off for in a heavy 
sea it is well nigh impossible to 
control a rowboat with only one oar 
even though the rower is skilfuL 


Oar Locks Must Fit 


The oar locks should be strong 


and should be secured to the oars 
in such a way as to make it impos- 
sible for them to ilip off and sink 
beyond recovery. They should fit 
into the rowlocks easily and secure- 
ly enough so that they will not slip 
out at each stroke. Many difficulties 
would be eliminated if oar locks 
stayed put. 


The foot rests should be spaced

Maple sugar boiling:. 


As a result, 
sugar and starch 


are formed in the sap. 
The sap 


then travels 
back through the 


tree, and feeds the many parts 
with these foods. 


Some kinds of trees make an 


extra-large amount of sugar, and 
from these we can drain the sap 
and obtain sugar. Have you heard 
of the "manhua" or "honey tree''? 
People in 
India pick the sweet 


blossoms from this tree and eat 
them. They have known for many 
centuries how to take sugar from 
the blossoms. 


Palm trees are more important 


in supplying sugar. The yearly 
output of palm sugar in India is 
something like 100.000 tons. 


Sap known as "toddy" is taken 


from palmyra, date and coconut 
palms when they are in blossom. 
One palmyra tree with several 
cuts in the bark may yield from 
35 to 20 quarts of toddy per dav 
for weeks at a stretch. 


The toddy is boiled until it be- 


comes a thick syrup. Then it is 
set'aside-to dry out. Three quarts 
of toddy will give one pound of; 
sugar. 


On our own continent we have 


the sugar maples. 
They grow 


chiefly in New England, New York 
and eastern parts of Canada. 


Right now we are in the most 


important maple sugar season. In 
some sections the 
season 
lasts 


only about 10 days, in others as 
much - as two month.'. Vermont 
and 
New York 
lead American 


states in the amount 
of maple 


sugar produced in the average 
year. Quebec leads the provinces 
of Canada. 


The maple trees are Japped, and 


sap is drained into pails or other 
containers. Then it is boiled until 
it 
becomes thick. Often a little 


of the syrup is dropped on snow 
to test whether it is thick enough. 


To 
turn 
it 
into 
sugar, 
the 


syrup is placed in molds so it 
will dry and harden. 
In 
some 


years during this century the out- 
put of maole sugar has been more 
than 
6.000.000 pounds. 
In 
the 


last few years, however, the aver- 
age has been far below that fig- 
ure. 


The sugar maple 
ranks 
fir«=t, 


but sugar-making sap also is ob- 
tained from red. silver and bla.ck 
maples. All of these arc of use 
in civing us maple syrup as well 
as maple sugar.
